red, that God heareth nor Sinners, efpecially in the 
very Subject-matter of their Sin. And if Samp/on 
was movd frum above to the Action he performn’d, 
we cannot bur allow, that He, whohas the fole dil- 
pofal of our Lives, can commiffion any of his Crea. 
tures to deftroy themfelves. Bur if we further con. 
fider the Action as Heroical, in that by fo great a 
Slaughter of the Philiftines he wrought a Signal De- 
liverance for his Countrey, fure thus to die for the 
publick good is foreign to the common Notion of 
Selfemurther.

in Iffa’l, made them Veflels of Wrath better ficted 
for Deftruétion. From the Premifes therefore we 
may pive Samp/fon an Acquittal, fince he antidated a 
Gofpel precept, and laid down his Life for his Bre- 
thren 

Q. Whether the Air, which the Phenifts hold is the 
Medium employ d by Nature for the filling up all 1ma- 
ginable Vacuums in the World, be it felf perfeétly full 
and without Pores, and confequently capable to furnifis 
other Bodies to an abfolute Plenitude ?
